2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a light duty liquid cleaning compositipn which comprises approximately by 
weight: 

(a) 6% to 30% of a mixture of an alkali metal salt of an anionic sulfonate surfactant; 

(b) 0.5% to 12% of an alkali metal salt of a C8-C1 8 ethoxylated alkyl ether sulfate; 

(c) 0.005% to 0.5% of 2-bromo-2-nitro-1,3 propanediol; 

(d) 0.005% to 0.5% of a preservative potentiator, and 

(e) the balance being water, wherein the composition does not contain an 
amphoteric surfactant or betaine surfactant. The prior art does not teach this specific 
combination of components and so the present claims are allowable.
